Missouri farmers will have less to spend in 1959 as a result 
of feed grain price cuts recently announced by Secretary of 
Agriculture Ezra Taft Benson. 
Here are some figures based on the assumption that 1959 
crop production will be approximately the same as 1D58. This 
is unlikely, however, as the acreage reserve of the soil ban ; 
has been discontinued, releasing more Missouri acres for cul­ 
tivation. It is further assumed that the spread between the 
price the farmer receives and the loan value will remain about 
the same. 
Soybean support prices were trimmed from $2.09 to $1.85 a 
bushel—a loss of 24c a bushel. Last year Missouri farmers 
marketed 55,432.000 bushels of soybeans.

JEFFERSON CITY — At their 
April meeting here members of the 
Conservation Commission adopted 
the following statement of policy re 
girding establishent of paper pulp 
mills in Missouri. 
“The Conservation Commission 
recognizes the possible establish­ 
ment of pulp mills in Missouri as 
a potential and beneficial use of 
forest resources, but would be for­ 
ced to object to the establishment 
of such mills in locations where 
stream pollution might result in 
serious dam age to fishery resour­ 
ces. 
“The Commission feels that it 
must call attention to the pollution 
problems that exist in pulp opera­ 
tions. in varying degree, depend­ 
ing upon the process of pulp man­ 
ufacture. Such pollution can have 
harmful and long range effects up­ 
on fish, and also upon recreational 
pursuits in the affected areas. 
“Therefore, 
the 
Conservation 
Commission feels that the location 
of any pulp mill, and the type of 
process it utilizes, should be care­ 
fully considered, and that the Wa­ 
ter Pollution Board of this state 
should insist that rigid standards 
for the mamtamtance of w ater qual 
itv be established by any such op­ 
eration before an operating permit 
is issued. 
With regret the Commission gave 
approval to the retirem ent of Dr. 
G. B. Herndon, who has adminis­ 
tered the state’s fisheries program 
for nearly 22 years of the Commis­ 
sions existance. 
“ Doc ”, as he's known to thou­ 
sands of Missourians, started his 
wildlife work in 1933 with the old 
Fish and Game Department as 
head of the hatcheries program.
